at its meeting last Satin-day, not only transacted its 
but favored action by the city along lines calculated to improve the 


•" general appearance and sanitation of the city. 
All three points referred 


' to have been agitated by The Sun and by the press generally from time 
|o time, but have been ignored by the city authorities in connection with 
eome more important matters. 


The first improvement favored by ihe Social Service league is the 


flushing of tho streets. This will become imperative in the sultry days of 
summer, if we are to beep the streets clean, cool and wholesome, and all 
cities are coming to sao that flushing tho streets on a large scale is the 
only really satisfactory way of keeping them in good condition. 
Lowell's 


pavement is not such in all sections that we could resort to,general flush- 
ing, but in 'the main streets it might ho done wiih advantage. .The Ger- 
man method of washing the streets nightly is often referred to by 


.'municipal experts, and some of the most progressive cities in the country 


are adopting this schema of street cleaning in modified forms. 


The second matter referred to is the need for a more rigid enforce- 


ment of the law regarding expectoration. 
That there is such a law will 


be a revelation to Lowell people generally, for we cannot recall that ihe 
penalty has been imposed in recent times. 
The observant citizen knows 


that everywhere in the heart' of the city, signs swing overhead warning the 
public against the evils of spitting on the sidewalks, and giving the figures 
.'of the stiff .fine to be imposed on the violator, but Lowell citizens read the 
'sign and then, smilingly, spit directly underneath. 
A belief in signs of 


this type would be a splendid thing for our Lowell officials to foster, 
il'here are also signs in the railroad depots, halls and many other build- 
'in"s of-the city but Ihey are never enforced and only give a false im-

ment Mr. Veal pointed out a little white 
streak coming across the water to- 
wards the ship, 
and 
following 
the 


streak I saw the periscope of a sub- 
marine. The torpedo struck the ship a 
bit .forward of us 'and the explosion 
threw up a huge volume of water which 
absolutely drenched the six of us. 
I 


climbed on to the boat deck, but being 
unable to get downstairs for a life- 
belt I returned to the starhoard 


"The ship hart listed heavily, and 1 


had to crawl up the deck to the port 
side, where Isherwood and I helped 
the men with the lifeboats. With 
pal I then went round the saloon cab- 
Ins looking for lifebelts, but we could 
not find any. Isherwood persisted in 
the search, but I went on deck, and 1 
fancy he got trapped below- 
I have 


not seen him since. 


"After the first explosion the ship 


seemed to right herself, and the cap- 
tain gave orders for no more boats to 
be lowered. 
Then she heeled over 


again to her starboard side, and with- 
in three minutes she was going down 
by the nose. 
I thought it was the 


time for me to be getting a move on. 
I ran to the stern o£ the - port boat 
deck. 
I stayed there .is long as I 


could before I dived.

the people of the Commonwealth shall each year in a special man-

substitutes in their relations with ons another, lav/ for war, the 
Golden Rule for the greed of aggression, the reign of reason for the 
reign of force. 


Wherever our flag has gone it has been the herald of a better 


day. 
Preeminent for significance and beauty, men everywhere see 


in its emblazonry the symbols of hope and of light. 
By millions, 


seeking its shelter, men and women have left home, country and 
the flag of their nativity, knowing that our Hag, anci the. free in- 
stitutions for which it stands, would do more for their happiness, 
advancement and well-being than could be hoped for in the homo 
of their ancestors or under the flag of any other government. 


On this Anniversary Day, therefore, let the Stars and Stripes be 


lovingly and thankfully displayed on every public place, workshop 
and private dwelling, and let it ba saluted with a pledge of fidelity 
by every citizen, young and old.

Isherwood persisted li 
the search, but I went on deck, and 
fancy he got trapped he'low.
